“Based on the conservative esti- 
mate that each home improvement 
loan provides a month's work for

MANY BANK LOANS 


Analyzing operations from a dif- 
ferent angle it is found that every 
bank hour in June more than 40 
persons secured home improvement 
loans amounting to over $16,000 to

More than $30,000,000 has been 
loaned under the government guar- 
anteed home improvement loan plan 
since November, 1936, with the 
monthly record increasing steadily.

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Lord Halifax’s Warning 


The tense crisis in Europe finds its 
echo in Lord Halifax's speech in the House 
of Lords warning England and the Empire 
of the folly and danger of thinking the war 
menace has passed. He knows too much 
about the facts to seek refuge in careless 
optimism. 

Sir Thomas Inskip, the Dominions sec- 
retary, drew cheers from a political rally 
in Scotland by talking more lightly about 
the prospects of conflict than did the for- 
eign secretary. The hope of the world’s 
peace, beyond doubt, depends upon the 
men at the helm of British policy ruling 
with resolute will and undaunted power. 
Lord Halifax’s firmness, by showing the 
dictators that a further challenge to Eur- 
ope’s peace will instantly be avenged and 
full retribution taken, should do much to 
teach them war no longer will pay. Sir 
Thomas can have the peace he covets only 
by talking like Lord Halifax. A divided 
cabinet, or one that speaks with varied 
accents, may be fatal. 


The worst legacy of the Munich crisis 
is that it cast doubt upon the purity of 
British motives. Even friends of the gov- 
ernment openly pray that it really has 
made up its mind this time to restrain 
Europe from living under the constant, 
paralyzing threat of military coercion. 
What Halifax said, coupled with Mr. 
Chamberlain's firm rebuke to Japan, 
forms a basis from which England assur- 
edly may advance with safety, but from 
which she never can retreat with honor. 

Meanwhile, the cause of peace can best 
be served by proclaiming a truce to pro- 
vocative rumor, and refusing to allow 
one’s mind to be poisoned by the foul phan- 
toms of hate and prejudice. If England 
wins the war of nerves now in pri 
the real war never may come. 


Ask the Axis Powers 


No one need feel surprise at the report 
from Rome that Japan is ready to sign a 
military pact with Germany and Italy. 
These three nations are already so friend- 
ly that a formal alliance, based upon force, 
seems the logical outcome of their closely 
related policies 

One point, however, must be kept in 
mind. At present the main diplomatic tie 
linking them together is the Anti-Comin- 
tern Pact. That is a stick with which to 
cudgel the Soviet. Against whom will the 
new alliance be principally directed? 
Against England and France? Only the 
axis powers know the answer. 

For many weeks German papers have 
been warning England that a Fascist front 
may be opposed to the peace front now 
laboriously being built in Europe. An offer 
from Japan would fit in well with these 
plans. The prestige of Germany and Italy 
is flattered when Japan comes to them for 
help, thereby making unnecessary any 
prolonged courtship of Nippon. And Japan 
cannot be too particular, because she 
urgently needs allies in her present trou- 
bles in the Far East. 

Seen in that light the mooted pact, even 
if it is signed, need not cause too much 
alarm. It is a sign of weakness, even more 
than a symbol of strength. The democra- 
cies for the first time in many months 
have taken the initiative and put the axis 
powers on the defensive. They and Japan 
are trying desperately, though not yet de- 
spairingly, to retrieve some of the lost 
ground,

A Toronto girl, Nurse Jean Ewen, came to 
Canada on the last “Empress of Japan,” and 
gave some first-hand impressions of what un- 
declared war is like in China. Miss Ewen, whose 
two brothers fought in Spain for the Loyalist 
cause Was doing field hospital work in China, 

under the Franciscan Fathers 
THIS GIRL SAW when war broke in 1931, and 
1400 MURDERED has seen much of it in the 

past two years. Miss Ewen 
was with a detachment of the 8th Chinese Route 
Army when their caravan was bombed with 
15 bombs, dropped from a height of 200 feet. 
She worked in cave hospitals, and was on a 
refugee ship bound for Changsha when, 100 
miles from Hankow, it was bombed and sunk 
with a loss of several hundred lives. 


Continuing her voyage on a sampan, Miss 
Ewen saw the Japanese bomb and sink the two 
rescue ships “Tuckwo” and “Suiwo.” After the 
1,600 helpless women and children were in the 
water, Japanese gunners On the planes, machine- 
gunned those who were seen swimming. Only 
200 of the 1,600 escaped. 

How odd if some of those who profit by the 
sale of munitions could be made to witness the 
effect on the victims. 

This joyous despatch from Ottawa holding 
out the hope to Canadians of getting into the 
blood-money more deeply, is the most ghastly 
commentary on our civilization I have read for 
a long time.

Gasoline, a Public Utility 


The Provincial Government has decided to 
go ahead with the enforcement of reductions in 
the price of gasoline in British Columbia. This, 
apparently, does not end its long controversy 


with the oil companies since the right of the 
government to fix gasoline prices is questioned 
in the courts. If a friendly settlement is not 
reached, the case may go to the Privy Council 
and we may be without a final decision for 
many months yet. 

On the right of a provincial government to 
fix prices there may be legal doubt. The wis- 
dom of the government in fixing the amounts of 
the present reductions may also be questioned. 
But on the larger question of controlling the 
op of gasoline in Canada, there is no doubt 
at all. 

One authority or the other, federal or pro- 
_Vincial, must contro] these prices just as railway 
rates, telephone rates, electrical rates and water 
rates are controlled, 

Gasoline was once a luxury, used by a few 
rich people with automobiles. It has become one 
of the essentials of life to most families, to our 
whole farming industry, to our system of road 
transportation. The sale and distribution of 
gasoline is a public utility if anything is a public 
utility, and the state must regulate it, in one way 
or another. 

Whatever happens as a result of the present 
controversy in British Columbia, gasoline prices 
are going to be controlled some day and the 
debates in Parliament last spring, the widespread 
demand for control, suggest that the day is not 
far off.—Vancouver Sun. 


Warning to Japan 


The present situation in the Orient deserves 
to be compared in importance with the situation 
in Europe before Munich. It is like the pre- 


Munich situation not only in the enormous 
stakes which are involved, but in other ways as 
well. Once more a weak nation (for Czecho- 
Slovakia read China) is looking for British 
assistance, and hoping at the very least for 
Britain’s moral support. Once more an aggres- 
sor nation (for Germany read Japan) is using 
an indirect threat to British safety as a means 
of forcing British compliance with its own plans 
for conquest. Once more Britain, caught at a 
disadvantage in a military way (lack of air de- 
fence last Autumn; remoteness from China now) 
is forced to weigh the momentous question 
whether an immediate peace is worth the sacri- 
fice of long-term national interests. 

So closely parallel, in fact, are the two situa- 
tions that they differ only in one important re- 
spect. At Munich the Government of the United 
States was merely an interested onlooker, whose 
primary concern was the preservation of peace. 
In the presént case our government has told 
Japan that we have direct interests of our own 
in China—very substantial interests—and that 
we are bound to be concerned with the “broader 
aspects” of Japan's dispute with Britain. 

The Japanese Government, now playing for 
another Munich, will be poorly advised if it 
overlooks the implications of this warning.— 
New York Times. 


Marking the Globe 


A nation of governesses, as this country is 
dubbed by foreign propagandists, cannot be un- 
moved by the news of an application that globes 


should bear an indication of their country of 
origin. At first sight the application, if granted, 
might seem to give rise to some difficulty. A 
globe made in Germany which included the 
word “German” ostentatiously stamped on the 
north-west corner cf Poland, or boldly placéd in 
the heart of darkest Africa, might comply with 
the rules but prove somewhat embarrassing to 
fhe childish mind which was to study it, Wisely 
enough it has been suggested that in future 
globes should carry their mark of origin in the 
Pacific, and that “the dark unfathom’d caves 
of ocean” should bear this valuable information. 
Necessary as this precaution seems, it may be 
thought by some overworked children that 
globes already carry sufficient information, Even 
eighty years ago people were complaining that 
globes were too crowded, and looked longingly 
back to the splendid specimens of the eighteenth 
century. It is indeed a far cry from the vast, 
yellowing objects which once graced every gen- 
tleman’s library to the bright, gaudy little 
globes which decorate the modern classroom. 
On the former there was no nonsense—no 
elaboration of detail, but just a plain distinction 
between sea and land, with the latter apt to trail 
off into a indeterminate cloud in those distant 
countries like terra Australis whose very ex- 
istence was doubted. 

The use of the globes (both terrestrial and 
celestial) was an essentia] accomplishment at 
all places of learning in the eighteenth and 
early nineteenth centuries, and seedy scientists 
were wont to eke out a precarious existence by 
teaching the globes for a couple of guineas. 
Tennyson's attention to detail is wel) illustrated 
in his account of the women’s college in “The 
Princess,” which possessed at its entrance a 
bust of Pallas standing

The globes, in fact, were the nineteenth cen- 
tury hall mark of learning, and Ruskin looked 
forward to the time when they would be as 
necessary a part of a gentleman's family as its 
boots and its bonnets. He was one who early 
protested against the over-elaboration of the 
terrestrial globe, and hoped that for educational 
purposes a nameless one should be made on 
which colors of the land should vary from white 
to pale clarissa and the sea from violet to full 
lucia. It would no doubt be objected to this 
that Ruskin was patently an artist first and as a 
geography master rather a bad second. Yet 
there is charm and even beauty about the cheap- 
est globe, as it creaks uneasily round its axis 
under the impetus of a child's dirty finger, which 
Ruskin clearly saw and can be clearly seen to- 
day. In spite of their beauty they are obvious 
instruments for gentle propaganda, and there 
will be some sympathy for the established manu- 
facturers of English globés in their efforts to 
secure the plain marking of foreign ones.— 
London Times,
